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Applicant's election of claims 1-3,19-25 and 38 in the reply filed on 8/17/06 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claims 1-3,19-25 and 38 are objected to because of the following informalities: 
the term "strain induction material" is not standard language in the art and should be 
amended to "strain inducing material", or other appropriate language, in both the claims 
and throughout the specification. Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the alternative, 



under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Notsu et al, '294. 
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Notsu shows a porous Si semiconductor layer 12 which can be labeled a "strain 
induction material", and a strained layer 14 of SiGe or strained layers 13 and 15 of Si. 
The layers are strained because Si and SiGe do not have the same lattice constant. 
Glaim 19 is rejected as transistors are formed in the material of Notsu. 

Claims 1,2,19-24 and 38 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Watanabe, JP 2003- 
282464. 

Watanabe shows in figure 3 a silicon substrate 1, a porous SiGe strain inducing 
layer 6 or 7, and a strained Si or SiGe epitaxial layer 4. Claims 1 and 2 are rejected. 
Claim 19 is rejected as transistors are formed in epi layer 4. Claim 20 is rejected as 
layer 6 is a first porous SiGe material, 7 is a second porous SiGe material, and layer 4 
is a strained semiconductor layer. Claim 21 is rejected as layer 8 is a semiconductor 
layer made of SiGe material similar to the SiGe material of layer 7. Claim 22 is rejected 
as layer 6 is SiGe. Claim 23 is rejected as layer 7 is SiGe. Claim 24 is rejected as it is a 
porous layer which has lattice relaxation. Claim 38 is rejected as transistors are formed 
in layer 4 or at least it would have been obvious to have practiced them as the material 
is intended for such purpose. 

Claims 3 and 25 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
